INITIATION NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 29th March, 2000 

Subject:—Initiation of Anti-Dumping invesigation concerning import of Polyester Film from Korea 
R.P. and Indonesia. 

No. 13/1/2000-DGAD.— MJs. Polyester Film Industries Association (Regd.) on behalf of 
the domestic industry has filed a petition in accordance with the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 as 
amended in 1995 and Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and Collection of Anti-Dumping 
^ Duty on Dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995 before the Designated 

Authority (hereinafter referred to as the Authority) alleging dumping of Polyester Film from 
Korea R.P. and Indonesia and requested for anti-dumping investigations and levy of anti-dumping 
duties 

1. PRODUCT INVOLVED; 


The product involved in the present petition is Polyester Films(also referred as 
subject goods hereinafter) originating in or exported from Korea R.P. and 
Indonesia. Polyester Film is a high performance biaxially oriented special film 
“ polyester terephthalate resin( generally known as PJET Chips). 
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The Polyester Films are classified under Chapter 39 of the Customs Tariff Act, 

1 975. It is fiirther classified as per International Trade Classification [based on 
Harmonized Commodity Description and Coding System] under the heading 
3920.6903, 3920.6904 and 3920.6905. The classification is, however, indicative 
only and is in no way binding on the scope of the present investigation. 

2. DOMESTIC INDUSTRY STANDING : 

The petition has been filed by the Polyester Film Industries Association (Regd) 
representing the Domestic industry. There are eight Domestic manufacturers of 
Polyester Film in India. The petition has been expressly supported by five of the 
Domestic producers i.e. 

(a) M/s. Garware Polyester Ltd., Mumbai. 

(b) M/s. Polyplex Corporation Ltd., New Delhi. 

(c) M/s. Jindd Polyester Ltd., New Delhi. 

(d) M/s. Easter Industries Ltd., New Delhi and 

(e) M/s. Flex Industries Ltd., Noida. 

These petitioner companies represent 90% of the production of subject goods and 
have the standing to file the petition on behalf of the domestic industry. 

3. COUNTRYdES) INVOLVED : 

The country(ies) involved in the present investigation are Korea R.P. and 
Indonesia (herein referred to as subject coimtries). 

4 LIKE ARTICLES: 

The petitioner has claimed that goods produced by them are like articles to the 
goods produced, originating in or exported from the subject countries. Goods 
produced by the petitioner are being treated as like articles to the goods imported 
fi'om the subject countries within the meaning of the Rules. 

5 NORMAL VALUE : 

The petitioner has claimed normal value based on the constructed normal value 
of Polyester Film in case of Korea R.P. and Indonesia. In case of Korea R.P., 
the petitioner has fiirther fiimished evidence with regards to export price of 
subject goods from Korea R.P. to third countries. 

6. EXPORT PRICE: 


The petitioner has claimed the export price of subject goods for the year 1998-99, 
based on information fiimished by DGCI&S, Calcutta. The petitioner has fiirther 
fiimished evidence on export price from subject countries from secondary 
sources. Adjustments have been claimed on account of landing charges, ocean 
freight, Marine insurance, Commission, Inland transportation and port handling 
and port charges to arrive at the Ex-factory prices. 
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7. DUMPING MARGIN: 


There is sufficient prima-facie evidence that normal value of subject goods in the 
subject countries is significantly higher than the price at which it has been 
exported to India indicating prima-facie that subject goods are being dumped by 
exporters from subject countries. 

8 INJURY AND CAUSAL LINK: 

Various parameters relating to injury such as the decline in export price, the 
increase in quantum of imports from subject countries, decline in the sales 
realization and decline in profitability of domestic industry, prima-facie indicate 
collectively and cumulatively that domestic industry has suffered material injury 
on accoimt of dumping. 

9 INITIATION OF ANTI DUMPING INVESTIGATION: 

The Designated Authority, in views of the foregoing paragraph, initiates anti¬ 
dumping investigations mto the existence, degree and effect of alleged dumping 
of the subject goods originating in or exported from the subject countries. 

10. PERIOD OF INVESTIGATIONfPOD; 

The period of investigation for the purpose of present investigation is April, 1998 
to Sept., 1999(18 Months). 

11. SUBMISSION OF INFORMATION : 

The exporters in the subject countries and the importers in India known to be 
concerned are being addressed separately to submit relevant information in the 
form and maimer prescribed and to make their views known to the Designated 
Authority, Ministry of Commerce, Anti Dumping Division, Udyog Bhawan, New 
Delhi-1 10011 . Any other interested party may also make its submissions relevant 
to the investigation in the prescribed form and manner within the time limit set 
out elow. 

12. TIME LIMIT: 


Any information relating to the present investigations should be sent in writing so 
as to reach the Authority at the address mentioned above not later than forty days 
from the date of publication of this notification. The known exporters and 
importers, who are being addressed separately, are, however, required to submit 
the information within forty days from the date of letter addressed to them 
separately. 
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13. INSPECTION OF PUBLIC FILE: 


In terms of Rule 6(7), any interested party may inspect the public file containing 
non-confidential version of the evidence submitted by other interested parties. 

14. In case where an interested party refuses access to, or otherwise does not provide 
necessary information within a reasonable period, or significantly impedes the 
investigation, the Authority may record its findings on the basis of the facts 
available to it and make such recommendations to the Central Government as 
deemed fit.
